Rest of 40 Members of Crew Saved

TUNIS, Tunisia, Aug. 12. — A 
Spanish Government ship of about 
6000 tons today was reported tor- 
pedoed and sunk off Cape Bon, 60 
miles from here, with the loss of 12 
of 40 crew niembers. ; 

Lloyds reported the ship was the 
tank motor vessel Campeador. The 
master of the British ship Dido, 
nearby, said three of the crew 
were picked up near the vessel 
last night.

Leonard 
Falgout, undertaker, said the man 
had been dead for fully a year, that 
the body never had been embalmed 
and that the missing hands, feet 
and head had been expertly re 
moved. 


PARIS TAXICAB STRIKE ENDS 


Fares Cut and More Pay Granted 
to Drivers.

PARIS, Aug. 12.—The Paris taxi- 
cab strike died today after 36 hours. 
The drivers obtained increased sal- 
aries. The taxi owners made an 
agreement with Government of- 
ficials which is expected to result 
in a suppression of the gasoline 
tax and company turnover taxes. 

Everybody agreed to lower the 
fares. While the strike lasted, only 
234 cabs of the city’s 4270 were on 
the streets.

PEIPING, Aug. 12.—A major bat- 
tle was fought 40 miles northwest 
o1 here today as the Japanese army 
counterattacked in force to drive 
the Chinese 89th Division out of its 
strongly fortified positions along 
the Great Wall. : 

Just before dawn the Japanese 
Suzuki brigade, the advance guard 
of the reinforced Japanese army 
thrusting from the south, began 
a heavy artillery attack on the stra- 
tegic railway division point at the 
city of Nankow. At sunset, Japan- 
ese dispatches said, Japanese troops 
occupied the Nankow railway sta- 
tion area. 


Throughout the night the horse- 
drawn batteries had been moving 
into position in the Pataling foot- 
hills over which the Great Wall 
goes along the northern border of 
Hopeh Province. Just a few mo- 
ments after first shells crashed 
into the railroad yards the Japa- 
nese infantry attacked Changping, 
10 mileg southeast of Nankow. The 
Chinese replied with mortar fire 
and the engagement became gen- 


The Chinese Eighty-ninth Divi- 
sion, of the Nankow Government’s 
Central full Japanese strength of 
40,000 in North China would be 
thrown into the battle if necessary 
to prevent the Chinese from recap- 
turing Peiping. 

The main bodies of the Japanese 
troops are marching to the south 
in parallel columns 60 miles apart. 
One is based on Peiping and is re- 
ported nearing the Chinese concen- 
trations at Paotingfu, 85 miles to 
the south. 

The ther, operating from Japa- 
nese army headquarters at Tientsin, 
is thrusting toward the Shantung 
Province border where Chinese 
troops have been reported in force 
at Tehchow. The third column, 
now engaged at Nankow, is believed 
much smaller than the other two. 


Artillery Bombardment. 

It was believed to be the first 
time in history an invading army 
had attacked Nankow pass from 
the south. For almost a month 


Chinese troops have been pouring 
down from Chahar and Suiyuan 
provinces to hold the great wall 
against the expected Japanese ef- 
fort to add Chahar province to 
their domination of North China. 

The Japanese artillery bombard- 
ment began at 5:30 a. m. when 
four batteries, two of five-inch 
howitzers and two of 75-mm rifles, 
went into action. 

From the hillock where the bat- 
ery commanders established their 
observation posts, the bombard- 
ment seemed to be taking its toll. 
A direct hit was registered on the 
railroad shops, which were _ soon 
blazing. 


The fire of the Japanese guns 
was directed not only at Nankow 
but searched out the mountain 


}passes to the north and the unde- 


fended villages to the east across 
two miles of corn fields. 

Under cover of the artillery fire, 

two battalions of motorized in- 
fantry, led by tanks, advanced 
through the corn. Overhead roared 
squadrons of bombing planes. 
- The bombardment took place just 
a mile west of the tombs of the 13 
Ming Emperors which hundreds of 
American tourists visit annually. 


Japanese Send Reinforcements. 


First reports of the fighting at 
Nankow two days ago were that 
Japanese were on the defensive. 
One Japanese unit was reported to 
have been blotted out in a surprise 
attack to the west of Nankow 
pass. 

The engagement, reported vari- 
ously from a major battle to a 
skirmish, had been going on for 
24 hours. The sound of heavy artil- 
lery firing reached Tientsin. 

While Japanese minin 2d 
the fighting on the Tientsin-to- 
Pukow Railway, about 20 miles 
south of Tientsin, it was under- 
stood that the Japanese infantry 
forces in that sector have been 
over-extended and are comparative- 
ly weak.

LYNCHING BILL 
PUT OFF UNTIL 
NEAT SESSION 


Senate Adopts Motion to 
That Effect After Wag- 
ner Withdraws Move to 
Speed Action. 


SPIRITED DEBATE 
ON THE MEASURE 


Connally Assails New York- 
er, Accusing Him of 


Throwing Monkey 
Wrench Into Machinery.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Sena- 


tor Wagner (Dem.), New York, 
agreed late this afternoon to with- 
draw his motion for proceeding to 
consideration of the Wagner-Van 
Nuys anti-lynching bill, whereupon 
the Senate adopted a resolution of- 


fered by Majority Leader Barkley 
postponing the disposition of the 
measure until the next session of 
Congress. It will then be taken up, 
under the terms of the motion, di- 
rectly after disposition of crop con- 
trol legislation, in “special order, 
and shall be and remain unfinished 
business until disposed of.” 

The Senators avoided the embar- 
rassment of goin gon record con- 
cerning the measure by means of a 
viva voce ballot. The volume of 
“ayes” and “noes” seemed almost 
identical, but Vice-President Gar- 
ner decided in favor of the former. 

Debate Heated. 

Barkley’s solution of the impasse 
caused by the injection of this pro- 
posal] followed a full day of debate, 
which grew more and more impas- 
sioned, and during which opponents 
of the proposed legislation centered 
their attack on a clause exempting 
from its jurisdiction acts of vio- 
lence committed among groups of 
gangsters. The onslaught was led 
by Southern €&<:nators, such as 
Glass of Virginia, Connolly of Tex- 
as and Pepper of Florida, who re- 
ceived powerful support from Sen- 
ator Borah (Rep.), Idaho. In his 
view, the section referring to gang- 
sters and racketeers was “the most 
astounding thing I know in all leg- 
islation.” 

Remarks by Connally. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
had assailed Wagner’s motion as 
a monkey wrench thrown into the 
machinery of the administration. 
Connally declared Wagner brought 
up the bill as unfinished business 
without consulting the party lead- 
ers. 

Connally, as spokesman for the 
Southern bloc of the Senate, rose at 
once to accuse Senator Wagner of 
being willing, in order to corral a 
section of voters in New York, “to 
embarrass the President of the 
United States and the Democratic 
leadership of the Senate.” 

“I will state,” declared Connally, 
“that the Senator from Texas is as 
much opposed to lynching as the 
Senator from New York. I am op- 
posed to murder, by individual or 
group, whether on Broadway or on 
some isolated farm in the Common- 
wealth which I, in part, represent.” 

Connally quoted James G. Blaine, 
a Republican statesman of the re- 
construction, as authority for an 
opinion that the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments, on which 
Senator Wagner has based his 
measure, “operate as inhibitions on 
the States, and do not concern 
themselves with those irregular 
acts of the people which find no 
authorization in the public 
tutes.” But Blaine, Connally con- 
tinued bitterly, “is dead, and is 
not running for office.” 

Connally cited numerous  Su- 
preme Court decisions which he in- 
terpreted as limiting these amend- 
ments to acts and powers of the 
states as such. He declared the 
principle of the lynching bill could 
readily be pushed forward into ev- 
ery phase of civil law, with the 
result of “ousting completely the 
jurisdiction of the states.” 

Question of Men’s Color. 

Again accusing Wagner of “cater- 
ing to a special group, to the hin- 
drance and embarrassment of na- 
tional interests, Connally shouted: 

“IT respect men of all colors, but 
have never got to the point of 
loving any other color better than 
my own.” 

He then affirmed that one amend- 
ment accepted by the author of 
the bill specifically excepted gang- 
sters and racketeers. “They are 
not a mob!” he exclaimed sarcas- 
tically, while laughter descended 
from the galleries. In case of a 
racketeering killings in New 
York, he proceeded, each of the 
defendants can come into court, 
under this bill and plead: “Why I’m 
a gangster; I’m exempt!” 

He represented Wagner as being 
willing to apply his act to the 
South and West and every other 
part of the country, but as order-

SENATE COURTESY 
RULE BROKEN IN 
DELAY ON BLAGK 


As Result, Nomination Will 
Be Subjected to Same In- 
quiry and Debate as Any 
Other. 


UPSET IN STRATEGY 
OF THE PRESIDENT 


He Counted on Immediate 
Consideration Due to 
Precedent and Nominee’s 
Political Background.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The 


breaking of the “senatoriaP cour- 
tesy” precedent, in the refusal of 
the Senate to confirm immediately 
the appointment today of Senator 
Hugo L. Black, liberal Democrat of 
Alabama, to the United States Su- 
preme Court, indicated that Black’s 
nomination to succeed Justice Van 


Devanter will be subjected to the 
same investigation and debate as 
any other nomination. 

In asking for unanimous consent 
for consideration of the nomination, 
Chairman Ashurst of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee was proceeding 
on the assumption that the Sena- 
tors would without question ap- 
prove the appointment of one of 
their colleagues for any position, 
no matter how important. The ob- 
jection of Senator Burke (Dem.), 
Nebraska, one of the outstanding 
opponents of President Roosevelt’s 
Supreme Court proposal, upset the 
Ashurst plan and broke what Ash- 
urst had called an* “immemorial 
custom.” 

Sutherland Vote Unanimous. 

The last Supreme Court Justice 
whose nomination was confirmed 
under the “courtesy” rule was Jus- 
tice Sutherland in 1922, although he 
was not a Senator at the time. 
As soon as Senator Nelson of Min- 
nesota had explained that all the 
Senators knew the nominee’s qual- 
ifications, the appointment was ap- 
proved unanimously without de- 
bate. 

Others who joined with Burke 
against immediate consideration of 
Black’s nomination were Senator 
McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, and Sen- 
ator Johnson (Rep.), California. 

In nominating Black, whose name 
had not been near the top in the 
list of possible appointees, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt undoubtedly was 
counting on senatorial courtesy, 
Black’s Southern political back- 
ground, and his standing among 
Northern New Dealers. The South- 
erners have complained for years 
that they had no representation on 
the Supreme Court. 


After his failure to get considera- 
tion of Black’s nomination by unani- 
mous consent, Ashurst appointed 
a subcommittee of the Judiciary 
Committee to consider the nomina- 
tion. This subcommittee, headed by 
Senator Neely of > West Virginia, 
is regarded as “packed” in favor 
of the nomination, so far as the 
Democratic members are _  con- 
cerned. They are Dieterich of Illi- 
nois, Logan of Kentucky and Mc- 
Gill of Kansas, all of whom favored 
the President’s court bill. The Re- 
publican members will be Borah of 
Idaho and Austin of Vermont. 
There are only four Republican 
members of the full committee, the 
other two being Norris of Nebraska 
and Steiwer of Washington, so 
Ashhurst did not have much choice 
from the Republican side. 


Likely to Get Labor’s Support. 

From a practical political stand- 
point, Black’s support of organized 
labor legislation will stand him in 
good stead in the confirmation 
vote. Indirectly Black was re- 
sponsible for the NRA because 
his 30-hour week bill, sponsored by 
the American Federation of Labor, 
had passed the Senate in 1933 and 
was about to receive favorable con- 
sideration in the House when Pres- 
ident Roosevelt asked that it be 
dropped in favor of the Industrial 
Recovery Act. 

One of the points which prob- 
ably will be raised agains’ Black’s 


‘confirmation is the fact that he was 
a member of the Congress which 
passed the Sumners-McCarran vol- 
untary retirement act for Federal

T9 KILLED; TENEMENT 
COLLAPSE IN STORM 


Torrent Rushing» Down Hill 
Rips Asunder Three Staten 
Island Buildings. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12. — At least 
19 persons were crushed to death, 
most of them in their sleep, early 
today when three Staten Island 
tenement buildings collapsed during 
a violent rainstorm. Tons of water, 
roaring down from an overflowing 
storm sewer, struck the old brick 
structures abovi midnight and 
ripped them asunder. 

Three persons were missing. 
Four others, who escaped from the 
shattered buildings, were taken to 
the Staten Island Hospital with 
serious injuries. 

Six of the dead were women, six 
were children. 

Rescue squads of police and fire- 
men searched the tangled wreckage 
for additional bodies. 

All but one of the victims of the 
building collapse, Adam Malicki, 
perished in the crumbling ruins as 
the floors caved beneath them 
without warning. Malicki, one of 
four injured, died a few hours later 
in Staten Island Hospital.

Alabama to the Supreme Court 


today. 


} Black’s immediate confirmation 


was blocked by Senators Burke 
(Dem.), Nebraska, aad Johnson 
(Rep.), California. 

Black was named by Mr, 
Roosevelt to succeed Willis Vap- 
devanter, retired. His name was 
listed among other routine nomi- 
nations but was not made public 
at the White House as is the ¢us- 
tom in such. nominations. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, at a recent press 
conference, announced he would 
make the nomination without no- 


tice. 

Black with Congressman Con- 
nery of Massachusetts sponsored 
the wage-hour bill and has been 
one of the leaders in the fight for 
the legislation. The Alabama Sen- 
ator backed the Roosevelt scheme 
to enlarge the Supreme Court, 

Two Senators Object. 

The nomination immediately, 
created a tremendous stir in the 
Senate. Senator Ashurst (Dem.), 
Arizona, chairman of the Judi- 
clary Committee, asked for ime- 
mediate approval of it, without 
reference to committee, the usual 
procedure for nominations. 

Senator Burke, one of the lead- 
ers in the recent fight against 
the Supreme Court enlargement 
bill, which Black supported, 
quickly objected. He was joined 
a moment later by Johnson, who 
said he would object to immediate 
action, Their objections forced 
the nomination to go over for ac- 
tion at least until tomorrow. 

Ashurst told the Senate it was 
“immemorial custom” that when- 
ever any member of the Chamber 
was nominated to the Supreme 
Court, it should be given consid- 
eration without reference to come- 
mittee. 

Borah Favors It. 

After action on the nomination 
was delayed, Ashurst at once ap» 
pointed a subcommittee of six 
members headed by Senator Neely 
(Dem.), West .Virginia, to consider 
it. Other members of the commit- 
tee are: Logan (Dem.), Kentucky? 
Dieterich (Dem.), Illinois; McGill 
(Dem.), Kansas; Borah (Rep.), 
Idaho, and Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 

Senator Neely said the subcom- 
mittee would meet at 10:30 a. m, 
tomorrow. Whether hearings would 
be held, he said, would depend 
on a majority of the group. He 
suggested that unless those object- 
ing to confirmation requested a 
hearing, none would be necessary. 
“IT don’t think a better appointment 
could have been made,” Neely said, 
“I’m strong for him.” 

Off the floor Borah had told re- 
porters previously he would not ob- 
ject to immediate confirmation of 
the nomination, thereby indicating 
his support. 

The nomination of Black who 
has served in the Senate more than 
a decade, was received with no ad- 
vance notice it was coming.

PUTS BACK DATE 
FOR ADJOURNMENT 


Some Members Think 
New Fight May Keep 
Congress in Session 
Threugh Labor Day. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Con- 
gressional leaders moved back to- 
day the tentative adjournment date 
to Aug. 25 because of fights over 
wage-hour and anti-lynching legis- 
lation. They had hoped to quit by 
Aug. 21. House leaders, however, 
abandoned hope of. getting the 
wage-hour bill out of the Rules 
Committee and on to the floor be- 
fore next week. ‘ 

Disposition of that measure, once 
debate begins, and of other admin- 
istration bills may take 10 days or 
more. Some members, in fact, pre- 
dicted the session might last 
through Labor day. 

The Senate faced the possibility 
of a long debate on the anti-lynch- 
ing bill. Administration forces had 
intended to hold it back until their 
regular program had been enacted. 
Senator Wagner, (Dem.), New York 
surprised them yesterday, however, 
by winning recognition to debate it. 
The bill’s supporters defeated a 
motion which would have side- 
tracked it. Leaders, nevertheless, 
were trying to reach an agreement 
to consider it next session. 

There was talk, too, that the 
wage-hour bill might go oyer yntil 
January, but not without a fight. 

The Wagner low-cost housing bill, 
which has passed the Senate, is 
making little progress in the House 
Banking Committee. 

Members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee said they would 
have ready by Saturday a bill to 
close tax law loopholes. It will go 
on next week's gchedule, along wi 
the third and last deficiency appro- 
priation bill. 

One measure on the administra- 
tion’s legislative agenda did clear 
Congress yesterday and went to the 
White House. It was the lower 
court procedure bill, but it was only 
a remnant of the President's orig- 
inal judiciary reorganization pro- 
gram.

Burglar¥ was easier than going 
to work, he explained, but he told 
his parents he worked at night as 
a truck loader at a brewery and 
he would give his mother $1.50 for 
each night he was out. By day he 
would go to movie after movie, to 
avoid recognition as an escaped in- 
mate of the correction farm. At 
dusk he would scout gasoline sta- 
tions, groceries, tailor shops, sa- 
loons, beauty parlors, restaurants, 
shoe shops and drug stores, to see 
where the proprietors hid _ their 
money on closing. 

At a Gravois avenue tavern once 
he spotted money being secreted in 
a bottle and later extracted it 
without disturbing 23 adjoining bot- 
tles. Another time he hid in a 
booth at a Gravois avenue beauty 
shop and took money from a box 
in a desk after the proprietor de- 
parted. On one occasion he saw a 
merchant hide receipts in a peanut 
vending machine. He got the money 
and always afterwards broke such 
machines open, but found no more

Juvenile Court records showed 
that Alfred Stehlin had been com- 
mitted to Bellefontaine Farms four 
times since 1930, the last time being 
in July, 1936, when he was sent up 
for stealing money at a filling sta- 
tion.

hours later, his arms around the 
body of a child. His wife, in Staten 
Island Hospital with a .seven-day- 
old son, could hear the cries of 
those injured in the buildings’ col- 
lapse. 

Awakened by the roar of the first 
structure’s collapse, neighbors in 
the second building rushed out into 
the darkness. , 

They found themselves trapped, 
cut off by a-six-foot torrent of wa- 
ter rolling past their house, and 
they stood here, screaming for 
help, until the walls of their own 
home fell in and stifled their cries. 

Water Keeps Policemen Back. 

“We saw them go—and couldn't 
do a thing to help them,” said Pa- 
trolman William McGinn, one of 
the early arrivals t the scene. 

“The first house had already gone 
down. When we reached the street, 
we found five or six feet of water. 
It was impossible to réach_ the 
buildings. 

“We finally got to a store across 
the street and started to put a lad- 
der across to the second building, 
when the far side collapsed. Pa- 
trolman McBreen then went down 
the ladder, in front. He picked up a 
little girl and had her in his arms, 
turning to come up the ladc : 
again, when the front wali fell with 
a roar. Right on top of them.” 

Timothy Hurley, whos2 wife, 
Mary, and his baby daughter were 
killed, had been away visiting for 
the evening and arrived home to 
find rescuers dragging the bodies 
of his family from the debris. 

Buildings 50 Years Old. 

The flimsy frame __ structures, 
linked to a third two-story build- 
ing, had been rented at one time 
as a factory and then converted 
into a si: *“-miy nement. 

Rescue work was ha'‘e’ briefly 
when the third segment suddenly 
collapsed early this morning, add- 
ing more debris to be cleared away. 
Police previously had order~ all 
tenants from the building. 

The tenements, about 50 years 


old, stocé on a steep hillsice in the [ 


New Brighton community on Staten 
Island. Firemen said torrents of 
water rushing down the slope bat- 
tered and weakened the buildings’ 
foundation. Hundreds of other 
Staten Island. homes were flooded 
by the rain in one of the heaviest 
storms in recent months. Water 
stood seven feet deep in many base- 
ments. 

The victims were buried beneath 
wreckage in a 30-foot cellar filled 
with muddy water. Most of them 
were killed outright. 

Neighbors said the houses col- 
lapsed without warning. One min-

FREE VIEW OF MOVIES 


Shoemaker Appeals to Prose- 
cuting Attorney’s Office as 
Quarrel Reaches Climax. 


For more: years than Frank 
Matheides can recall, he and his 


wife, Minnie, afte: hot summer 
days in his shoe -vpair shop, sat 
on the back porch of their Lome, 
3186 Morganford road, and watched 
the screen at the Armo Skydome, 
two doors away. 

Lost for the time in the portray- 
als of the film players, they could 
forget the vexations of a weary day 
and almost forgot their next-door 
neighbor, Valentine Haffner the 
tailor, with whom they had quar- 
reled since 1932 when Haffner com- 
plained about the Matheides pet 
rooster. 

The rooster died a year or two 
later, but the quarrel lived, with 
the laugh of victory first on one 
side of the wire fence that sepa- 
rates the two back yard gardens, 
then on the other. Last Sunday, 
Haffner went far into the lead. He 
raised a spite curtain in his back 
yard. The Matheides could not see 
the movie from their bench on the 
back porch! 

Investigation Promised. 

The shoemaker has told his story 
to an Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. An investigation will be made 
to determine whether the crudely 
constructed, but effective, curtain 
is on Haffner’s property. 

Both the 60-year-old shoemaker 
and the somewhat younger tailor 
came to the United States from 
Germany many years ago. Seven 
years ago their lives converged on 
Morganford road where they lived 
in houses which also contained their 
shops. For the first two years, 
Haffner said, he bore stoically the 
noise of the rooster which crowed 
lustily at 15-minute intervals. He 
became indignant, however, when 
Matheides said that Haffner’s pig- 
eons were stealing the rooster’s 
grain. Before long the -wire, en- 
closure for the rooster, in which 
some of the pigeons occasionally 
were snared, was torn down. 

Then began a series of threats 
and counter-threats and a period 
of bickering which took the neigh- 
bors into police court. The quarre) 
is said to have degenerated in later 
months from the comparatively 
high plane of verbal attack to face- 
making on the part of the Haff- 
ners and other derrogatory gestures 
from the Matheides. It looked as if 
all trumps had been played, but 
Haffner’s ace had been overlooked. 

When the Matheides prepared to 
watch the Sunday movie, they 
found that their neighbor had 
placed two wide boards from pole 
to tree, at a strategic spot. Frdém 
the boards, hung canvas; from the 
canvas, a rug. What the Armo 
Skydome had failed to accomplish, 
Haffner had done. If they wanted 
to see the show, the Matheides 
would have to buy tickets.

UNION OFFICER 
SUSPENDED AFTER 
AUDIT OF BOOKS 


Discrepancy of $440 Found 
in Accounts of Herbert 
Friss, Waiters’ Financial 
Secretary. 


Herbert Friss, financial secretary 
and business agent of St. Louis 
Waiters’ Union No. 20, has been sus- 
pended from office because of a 
discrepancy of $440 in his accounts. 

Mrs. Kitty Amsler, a vice-presi- 
dent of the Hotel & Restaurant 
Employes’ International Alliance & 
Bartenders’ International League, 
announced the suspension after an 
audit of the union dues’ books con- 
firmed the discrepancy, which she 
said Friss admitted to her more 
than a month ago. 

Mrs. Ameler said Friss, who was 
under bond, was still a member of 
the union, and she did not believe 
there would be any action by the 
membership to oust him. She will 
attempt to collect the $440 from the 
surety company, which wrote the 
$3000 bond for. Friss when he took 
office last January. 

Statement by Friss. 

Friss, explaining that while union 
rules forbid public discussion of 
internal union affairs, he was en- 
titled to give his versicr of the 
charge because of the publicity, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I got no part of the money that 
is missing. I aided the auditors 
in checking the accounts of the 
organization, and the books have 
been go poorly kept by other per- 
sons, that even the auditors are 
unable to find out wnat became 
of the money. 

“Before and after the hotel strike 
here, May 15, membership of the 
union increased from 300 to 1100. 
I was constantly engage:. in nego- 
tiations as a member of the hotel 
workers’ committee and in other 
work, and over my protest, irre- 
sponsible persons were put in 
charge of the office by a faction 
that was opposed to me. 

“The shortage that the audit dis- 
closes has occurred since May 1, 
and is the second one this year. 
While under the by-laws of the 
union, I was in charge of finances, 
the opposing faction put others in 
actual charge of handling collection 
of dues and membership fees, in- 
cluding the income from increased 
membership, but left the responsi- 
bility to me, in spite of the fact 
that I tried to hire a competent 
bookkeeper and protested this sit- 
uation. 


Made Good One Shortage. 

“The first shortage I discovered 
myself in May. It was $326. I 
mortgaged my furniture for $200 
and paid back $202 from my salary, 
which made a surplus at that time 
to my credit of $76. This restitu- 
tion was made openly, I told Mrs. 
Amsler about it at the time, and 
the ‘books record the transaction. 
I also expressed my fears to her 
then that someone was trying to 
make things look bad for me, but 
she said ‘let it ride a while.’” 

He said Mrs. Amsler had asked 
him if he would also pay back the 
shortage since May 1, but he had 
told her he would not as long as 
the opposing faction was in con- 
trol. He will appeal the charges to 
the membership, and possibly to 
higher union authorities “but I 
don’t want the job back,” Friss 
said. 

Mrs. Amsler suspended Friss on 
orders of Edward Flore, interna- 
tional president of the union. In 
his place as business representative 
she appointed two new business 
agents, Henry Earl and John A. 
O'Malley. 

New Officers Appointed. 

She also declared vacant all oth- 
er offices and appointed the fol- 
lowing new officers: George Linke, 
president; Joseph McAvena, vice- 
pretsident; Alfred J. Louviot, secre- 
tary-treasurer; Clettis Littlejohn, 
recording secretary; Gus Wilton, 
chaplain; William Codger, sergeant- 
at-arms, and Jack Hollard, outer 
guard. Earl formerly was busi- 
ness agent for the union and O’Mal- 
ley is a former president. 

The union membership 
month ousted four paid organizers 
and clerks, who were drawing sal- 
aries totaling $175 a week.

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NEGROES DEFY 
A.T.LIN BUILDING 
MOVIE THEATER 


Seek to Show Their Quali- 
fications for Admission to 
Union by Handling $55,- 
000 Job. 


Negroes skilled in the building 
trades, who have been barred from 
American Federation of Labor un- 
ions of skilled mechanics, are build- 
ing a moving-picture theater at 
3144 Easton avenue in order to show 
their qualifications for membership 
in unions affiliated under the Build- 
ing Trades Council, 

The $55,000 job, started two weeks 
ago, is being built by Oral Stubble- 
field, N2gro contractor, with a com- 
plete crew of Negro workmen. 
Twenty-two skilled men were at 
work today and Stubblefield said 
later work, heating, plumbing and 
electrical installation, would be 
done by Negroes, who have been 
barred from the unions. The Arthur 
L. Hardin Associates, Clayton real 
estate dealers, represent the own- 
ers, who are said to be a syndicate 
of white persons. 

Union Bars Skilled Negroes. 

The Urban League, Negro wel- 
fare assosiation, has for years 


sought to obtain membership for 
Negroes in the A. F. of L. unions. 
The Building Trades Council ;>- 
fused to admit the skilled mechan- 
ics, but took in hod carriers and 
laborers. Negroes, resenting the im- 
pl:ztation that they were unsuited to 
work at something besides com- 
mon labor jobs, hope the Easton 
avenue theater will prove their 
int. 

Stubblefield, who studied archi- 
tecture at Lincoln University, a 
State school at Jefferson City, said 
he and a committee of Negro build- 
ers advised officers of the Building 
Trades Council of the plan to build 
the theater with Negro mechanics. 
They were assured, he said, that 
there would be no opposition, since 
the theater was in a Negro neigh- 
borhood for Negro customers. How- 
ever, on Tuesday, a Negro picket 
from an A. F. of L. hod carriers’ 
union appeared in front of the job 
carrying an umbrella which bore 
the printed announcement that the 
work wag unfair to the Building 
Trades Council. 


Rival Pickets on Duty. 


Adopting the tactics of the unions 
from which skilled members of his 
race have been barred, Stubblefield 
put out two pickets of his own. 
The signs they carry\as they pace 
the sidewalk with the union picket 
state that organized labor is unfair 
t» Negro skilled workers, who can 
uge tools other than picks and shov- 
els. A large sign on a wall of the 
building tells of its purpose, adding: 
“We insist on jobs where our money 
goes.” 

“Negro skilled mechanics only 
want recognition of their skill,” 
Stubblefield said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today. 


“While they repeatedly sought 
membership in the unions of white 
mechanics, I am sure they had no 
intention of intruding in meetings 
or of working,on jobs with white 
mechanics. What they wanted was 
recognition, which would enable 
them to work on jobs such as this, 
in Negro neighborhoods .and for 
Negroes, without interference from 
the union building crafts. He added 
that men on the theater job are 
being paid at union wage scales. 

John J. Church, secretary of the 
Building Trades Council, denied 
that Stubblefield and the other Ne- 
gro contractors were given assur- 
ance there would be no picketing. 
He told a reporter that he informed 
the committee that the Negro work- 
men could become union members 
if they could pass examinations on 
their trade knowledge. Church 
said none showed'‘up, and he added, 
“They were not skilled enough.” 

The picketing is a protest against 
the use of non-union labor, and not 
because the workmen are Negroes, 
Church stated. 
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10,000 Acres of Trees 
To Be Cut Above Dam 
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Half Million Dollars Will Be Spent Clearing 
Part of Ground Which Will Be 
Inundated by Alton Lake. 


Army engineers in charge of the 
Mississippi River dam and lock 
nearing completion: at Alton have 
estimated cost of clearing timber 
from the ground to be inundated 
by the pool above the dam at $500,- 
000 


Advertise.nents have been pub- 
lished bids for clearing the 
first 2500 acres and it has been 
planned to advertise soon for bids 
on 7500 acres remaining. In addi- 
tion to the 10,000 timbered acres, 
the pool, or lake, will overflow 
most of the 15,000 acres of farming 
fields and other ground already 
cleared, over which flowage rights 
will be obtained. There will be 
comparatively few structures to be 
removed, 

Average cost of disposing of the 
trees will be about $50 an acre. 
They will be cut down and burned, 
except for some likely to have com- 
mercial value for lumoer. The con- 
tractors will be allowed to sell 
trees in the latter class, but the en- 
gineers concluded such salvage val- 
ue would be far less than the cost 
of removal. 

Trees to be cut include oak, cot- 
tonwood, maple, elm, poplar, beech, 
pecan and willows. Thousands of 
trees are to go. Tracts to be 
cleared are scattered over the 
whole site. The .ob is expected to 
be finished by February. 

Pool 38 Miles Long. 

Land to be inuiudated when the 
river level is raised by formation 
of the pool upon closing of the dam 
gates is principally in St. Charles 
County, Missouri, on the lowland 
side, Some is in Madison, Jersey 
and Calhoun counties, Illinois, but 
much of the Illinois frontage is in 
bluffs. 

The pool will be 38 miles long, 
extending upstream to the dam and 
lock under.construction at Cap au 
Gris, near Winfield, Mo., between 
Lincoln County, Missouri, and Cal- 
houn County, Illinois. 

Acquisition of flowage rights of 
the 25,000 acres needed for the pool 
has been started by the Govern- 
ment. A portion has been obtained, 
more is under condemnation and 
the remainder will be covered by 
condemnation proceedings when 
preliminary details have been car- 
ried out. Cost estimates for the 
land were not available. It is ex- 
pected by the Army engineers that 
the Government will be in posses- 
sion of all the land by early next 
year. 

Dam Ready in September. 

The Alton dam will be completed 
in September, but the gates prob- 
ably will not be closed until after 


the normal high water period next 
spring. In the meantime the river 
will pass through without having 
its level affected. When the dam 
goes into service it will raise the 
stage upstream to that of what has 
been a minor flood heretofore. The 
flowage rights will apply to the 
land thus flooded. There will be no 
appreciable effect on property in 
Alton. 

The dam is the bottom of a series 
in existence or under construction 
or contemplation, the uppermost 
being at St. Paul, Minn. The object 
of the system is to aid navigation, 
not to control floods. In time of 
natural floods exceeding the pool 
level, the dam will be opened. 

Advertisements have been pub- 
lished for bids for construction and 
installation of the power, control 
and lighting system for the Alton 
dam and lock, estimated cost of 
which is $150,000. Bids will not be 
received for at least a month. In 
addition to the controls for the lock 
gates and the dam gates, the work 
will include lights and signals, a 
gasoline generator for emergency 
use and electric haulage units for 
long tows. The latter, consisting 
essentially of long cables, will be 
used where a towboat has too many 
barges to pass through the lock at 
once. For ordinary service com- 
mercial current wil be purchased, 
there being no provision for water- 
power generating at the dam,

NO WATER; HOUSE 
BURNS IN COUNTY 


1500 Attracted .to Harold 
Stinson Residence—-Loss 
Put at $9600. 


The resider.ce of Harold Stinson, a 
contractor, on Ballas road a mile 
north of Manchester road, was de- 
stroyed last night in a spectacular 
fire which attracted about 1500 
persons. 

The fire started at 10:30 o’clock 
and burned out early this morning, 
leaving only the brick walls of the 
one and one-half story structure 
standing. Requests for aid from 
the Ladue and Kirkwood Fire De- 
partments were refused. Fire fight- 
ing apparatus was sent from Belle- 
fontaine and Manchester; but lack 
of available water prevented its use. 

Damage was estimated at $9600 
by a relative of Stinson who said 
the loss was insured. Stinson and 
his wife were not at home, having 
left yesterday morning to visit 
friends out of town. ' 

Cause of the blaze was not im- 
mediately learned. Neighbors said 
the fire apparently started in the 
kitchen, and deputy sheriffs ex- 
pressed the opinion it was caused 
by a faulty electrical appliance. 

Furniture from the living room 
valued at about $100 was carried 
out by neighbors soon after the fire 
began. The house, built about 
seven years ago, was valued at 
$8000 and the furnishings which 
were destroyed, at $1600. 

Chiefs of the Kirkwood and La- 
due fire departments said today 
their forces did not respond to the 
call because it was too far from 
their own districts and an absence 
of water would have made the trip 
useless, .

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OLD LAW INVOKED 
IN DISPUTE OVER 
LAND IN COUNTY 


‘Field Court” on Farm at 
Vigus Hears “‘Oldest Res- 
idents” Tell About Orig- 
inal Landmarks. 


To settle a dispute between Farris 


L. Penn and David Sophir over the -. 


boundary which divides their farms 
at Vigus, St. Louis County, a spe- 
cial court held al fresco session 
yesterday on the disputed acreage. 

Hearing was under an almost for- 
gotten statute, which requires the 
testimony of “oldest residents” to 


reconstruct property lines when 
original landmarks have been oblit- 


' erated. 


The unusual procedure required 
the court, its attendants and wit- 
nesses to go from one to another of 
a series of stakes set up in a pre- 
liminary survey to mark the puta- 
tive boundary. At each stake the 
“oldest residents” gave their opin- 
ions as to whether it marked a 
point along the disputed line. 

Evidence was taken in the midst 
of willow thickets so dense that not 
a leaf stirred. The shorthand re- 
porter had difficulty in keeping the 
perspiration from making meaning- 
less smears of his notes. At other 
times, the two Justices of the 
Peace, who presided by agreement 
between the litigants, led the per- 
spiring party past watermelon 
patches and cornfields or through 
swamp.weeds and tangled vines to 
plump down gratefully on tree 
stumps and rest while disputants 
haggied at stakes driven in the sun- 
burned earth. 

Setting Is Picturesque. 

The session convened in front of 
the log shack of Henry Kronk, ten- 
ant on the wedge-shaped tract in 
dispute. There, in the shade of two 
elms and with locusts chirping in 
the nearby thickets and chickens 
scratching in the yard, witnesses 
took the oath and qualified as to 
their knowledge of local . topo- 
graphy. ! 

A tattered quilt and pair of ove 
alls flapped on a clothes line be- 
hind the two Justices, Louis L 
Hicks of Clayton and A. H..Werre- 
meyer of Wellston. Disregarding 
these homely articles, it was not 
difficult to imagine - esemblance 
between the scene and the poetic 
pictures of Saint Louis of France 
dispensing justice under the royal 
oak at Vincennes centuries ago. 

The chief qualification of wit- 
nesses was to be able to say where 
the dried up channel of a stream 
known as “Creve Coeur Discharge” 
was in 1901. This old stream was 
described as the boundary in a 
deed executed in 1901 when the 
late George Penn Jr., father of one 
of the present litigants, sold part 
of his extensive land holdings to 
Samuel Simmons. After passing 
through several hands, the Sim- 
mons tract was purchased by Sophir 
in 1928. He put a tenant on the 
south side of the disputed Creve 
Coeur Discharge channel. 

-Penn contends this was an ‘en- 
croachment upon property which 
has remained in his family for 
three generations. He and his wit- 
nesses pointed to a dirt - read 
running past Kronk’s shack and 
disappearing in the woods beyond 
his cornfield as the old creek bed.

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its old -course about 10 years ago 
and the abandoned channel became 
filled with silt deposits. 

. Resident Is Favored. 

Sophir, who holds the property in 
the name of his wife, Mrs. Rose 
Sophir, with whom he resides at 
1416 Granville place, St. Louis, has 
never lived on the land. Perhaps 
because of this, he found local 
tradition and sentiment heavily 
weighted in favor of Penn, who has 
resided in the community all his 
life. - 

For instance, there were the 
Wirt brothers, Albert and Fred. 
Albert testified he was “better’n 60 
years old” and Fred, 55. Both have 
lived within half a mile of the dis- 
puted tract all their lives, and they 
said Creve Coeur Discharge former- 
ly flowed past the Kronk cabin 
and emptied into nearby Fee Fee 
creek. 

Nor could they be shaken when 
Barnett G. Goodman, attorney for 
the Sophirs, asked if they had not 
confused Creve Coeur Discharge 
with a parallel stream. Albert Wirt 
replied scornfully the § parallel 
stream was only “Mrs. Prichard’s 
bar pit.” : 

“Is there a difference between a 
bar pit and a discharge?” -ques- 
tioned Goodman. 

“You're mighty right,” Wirt re- 
plied. “A discharge is natural back- 
water but a bar pit is water in a 
ditch you dig to make a levee. 
That bar pit was made when Mrs. 


They said this stream veered from 
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| Prichard built a levee to keep the 
overflow off her farm.” 

“Oh,” nodded Goodman. “A bar 
pit is man-made and a discharge 
is God-made.” 

Wirt shook his head sadly as 
the court group stood at the first 
stake in the woods. He affirmed 
that it was set “nearabout” the 
centerline of old Creve Coeur Dis- 
charge and then his eyes strayed to 
the growth of young box elders 
and elms all about. 

“This land used to raise 60 bu- 
shels of corn to the acre,” he sighed. 
“Now it’s a-goin’ to waste.” 

Patriarchal Charles Bishop, who 
is 75 years old, pointed to a big 
willow near the Kronk cabin and 
said it once stood on the south bank 
of Creve Coeur Discharge. ‘‘It used 
to lean right over the waters,” he 
testified. 7 

One Witmess Peppery. 

The pepperiest witness was Mrs. 
Tom Davis, who comes from Ken- 
tucky and chews tobacco. She is 
a comparative newcomer, having 
moved to Vigus “30 years ago, come 
this October.” Penn’s attorney, 
Hugh D. McCorkle, himself a bit of 
a patriarch, whose white hair 
crowns a head that looks remark- 
ably like that of Lloyd George, 
tried a piece of gallantry by assur- 
ing Mrs. Davis he would not in- 
quire her‘age, but it fell flat. 

“It doesn’t make any difference 
to me,” she responded pertly. “I 
can tell you. I’m 50.” 

When McCorkle asked if she 
knew where old Creve Coeur Dis- 
charge ran, Mrs. Davis replied: “I 
ought to. I fished it many a time.” 

Goodman asked Mrs. Davis where 
the stream now runs. 

“I don’t know,” she said tartly. 
“I am not lookin’. for it.” 

At another point she reminded 
Goodman that “you can’t trip me 
up. I’ve had too much experience 
at lawin’.” 

Goodman had Sophir sworn in, 
but before he could testify, Hicks 
and Werremeyer sustained an ob- 
jection that since he was unfa- 
miliar with the neighborhood in 
1901, when the basic deed was exe- 
cuted, he was not a competent 
witness. Then, on the ground that 
“what's sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the gander,” they ruled 
out Mrs. Davis’ testimony. 

Mrs. Davis protested, but Penn 
consoled her. 

“You told the truth,” he said. 
“I glory in your spunk.” 

Acreage in Dispute. 

Sophir was the only’ witness 
Goodman called. He was granted 
permission to file a plat, based on 
a survey made in 1897. With the 
sun boiling down and the thickets 
becoming denser at midafternoon, 
a merciful agreement was reached 
to stipulate as to what the testi- 
mony would be at the last 14 of 
the 21 surveyor’s stakes. The acre- 
age as wellas the boundary is in dis- 
pute, Goodman told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter only two or three 
acres were involved while Penn 
said it was nearer 30. 

Hicks and Werremeyer will certi- 
fy the record to the County Sur- 
veyor, who must make up a new 
plat from it and file it with the 
County Recorder. If the new 
boundary is demarcated in favor 
of Penn he may still have to file 
an ejectment suit to get possession 
of the land and this’ would throw 
the matter into Circuit Court. 

McCorkle explained to a 
Post-Dispatch ‘reporter that the 
boundary-fixing method was pre- 
scribed in a law enacted in 1887 
after many natural markers had 
been obliterated in the Civil War 
period. It has never before been 
invoked in St. Louis County, he and 
others said, but the statute was up- 
held years ago in a case originat- 
ing in Franklin County. The 


method derives from common law 


and the courts in such proceedings 
are called “field courts.” 


“It’s a good name,” observed Jus- 
tice of the Peace Hicks as he and 


Werremeyer made for their cars. 
“The Associate Justices of the 


Field Court of St. Louis County are

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LIEUTENANT FREED 
BY COURT MARTIAL 


Mitchel Field Officer Was Ac- 
‘cused of False Certification 
of Examination.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12. — First 
Lieut. Roland O. 8S. Akre of the 
Army Air Corps at Mitchel Field, 
L. L., was acquitted by a court mar- 
tial yesterday of a charge of. vio- 
lation of the ninety-fifth article of 
war. He was tried before an eight- 
member court on Governors’ Island. 
He was accused of making a false 
certification that Capt. Greff Allen 
of the Air Corps Reserve had 
passed examinations making him 
eligible for promotion to the rank 
of major. 

Brigadier-General Perry L. Mileg, 
presiding officer, announced the 
verdict after 55 minutes of delibera- 
tion. A verdict of guilty would 
have meant mandatory dismissal 
from the army. 

The case revolved around appar- 
ent contradictions between what 
Akre thought when he signed the 
certificate for Capt. Allen in No- 
vember, 1935; what he told Col. M. 
G. Spinks, investigating officer for 
the Second Corps Area in a pre- 
liminary investigation in January, 
1937, and what he said when he 
took the stand on his own behalf 
yesterday. 

Warrant Officer Wilbur C. Dodd, 
Akre’s assistant when the certifi- 
cate was signed, said Tuesday Capt. 
Allen had never passed the course 
in question. Capt. Allen, who testi- 
fied Tuesday that he had passed 
them, was exonerated by the ac- 
quittal.

Newspapers for several 


years have conducted “‘hole in one’ tournaments in which ama- 
teurs, professionals and even novices take part, 


It all seems strange because 
the hole in one is merely a lot 
of luck added, in some cases, to 
a pretty good shot. All the hur- 
rah and publicity that goes with 
the one-shot hole is merely glori- 
fying an accident. 

The hole in one and its chances 
have been analyzed by various 
ob: ‘rm «rs and critics and the evi- 
dence plainly points to the fact 
that, given a thousand consecu- 
tive tries at almost any short hole, 
not even a professional golfer can 
be sure of holing out in one 
stroke. 

Some years ago a tournament 
was held in which only profes- 
sionals or high-rank. amateurs 
participated. The closest any ball 
came to the cup out of one thou- 
sand attempts was 19 inches. In 
other words, a cup 38 inches in 
diameter would have been re- 
quired to bring about a hole in 
one, on that OCCASION, .

AMERICAN WAR MEMORIAL 
IN FRANCE DEDICATED 


Josephus Daniels, Former Secre- 
tary of Navy, Makes Principal 
Address at Brest. 


BREST, France, Aug. 12. — A 
monument to American sailors who 


died during the World War was 
dedicated today in elaborate cere- 
monies, conducted by Americans 
and Frenchmen. Josephus Daniels, 
war-time Secretary of the Navy 
and now Ambassador to Mexico, de- 
livered the dedicatory address. Of- 
ficers and sailors of the destroyer 
Kane were among the spectators. 

The white stone memorial, 145 
feet high, built in the form of a 
lighthouse, was hung with French 
and American flags.

STARK DEFENDS 
DEGISION 10 SIGN 
$3,000,000 ISSUE 


Declares to Reoffer Bonds 
at Public Sale Might 
Make State Administra- 
tion Laughing Stock.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 12.— 
In a formal statement last night 
Gov. Stark offered an explanation 
of his decision to sign the $3,000,000 
of State bonds which were sold 
privately last month to a Kansas 
City bond firm, contrary to. his 
pledge that they would be offered 
at public sale. 

The Governor said “competent 
legal authorities” had informed 
him that he could be compelled, 
by writ of mandamus, to sign the 
bonds. 

The legal authorities consulted 
by the Governor, not named in his 
statement, disagree with the view 
of Attorney-General Roy McKit- 
trick, his official legal adviser. 

What the Law Says. 

McKittrick told the Post-Dispatch 


‘|recently, and repeated his opinion 


today, that the Governor could not 
be compelled to sign the bonds. 
“The courts have passed on that 


point, and the Governor can’t be 
mandamused,” McKittrick said, 

He referred to Article 5, Section 
6 of the Missouri Constitution, de- 
fining the Governor’s duties, and 
the footnote to that section which 
appears in the official compilation 
of the revised statutes of Missouri. 

The footnote reads: “The Gov- 
ernor cannot be compelled by man- 
damus to perform any duty, minis- 
terial or political, whether com- 
manded by the constitution or 
law.” 

McKittrick said the Governor had 
not requested his advice on whether 
he could be compell.d to sign the 
bonds, and that he had not advised 
the Governor of his opinion. 

Asked by the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent who had advised him 
that he could be compelled by man- 
damus to sign the bonds, the Gov- 
ernor said he would not name 
“him,” apparently having in mind & 
single person, rather than the “au- 
thorities” mentioned in his state- 
ment. He would give no reason 
for not naming his adviser. 

The correspondent mentioned 
that the Missouri Supreme Court, 
on several occasions, had held that 
the Governor could not be man- 
damused, but Stark said he would 
not comment.

Governor’s Statement. 

The Governor’s prepared 
ment follows: 

“On April 2, after discussing the 
matter of the proposed bond sale 
with other members of the State 
Board of Fund Commissioners, I 
wrote Mr. James F. Quigg, man- 
ager of the bond department of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. St 
Louis, advising him -.hat we, the 
Fund Commission, thought it inad- 
visable: to offer the bonds for sale 
at that time.

In 
m._ letter I said: ‘However, if and 
when these bonds are sold, they 
will be offered at public sale” 

“That was my judgment and pur- 
pose at the time, and it is my be- 
lief still that a public sale, with 
competitive bids, is the proper way 
to dispose of state securities, even 
though it is not required by law. 

“During my absence in Alaska,

BEIRUT, Syria, Aug. 12.—French 
troops and airplanes moved into 
Northeastern Syria today to quell a 
revolt of wild Kurdish tribes and 
to end the back-country warfare 
between Mohammedans and Chris- 
tians. 

Motorized infantry, equipped with 
machine guns, swept into the village 
of Amouda and found 15 bodies 
under the ruins of looted and 
burned houses. In Jerusalem it 
was reported French airplanes had 
wrecked Amouda with bombs, 
ahead of the infantry occupation. 

Amouda is a village populated 
mainly by Christians. It was at- 
tacked Tuesday by united forces 
of Kurds and Moslems from the in- 
terior who pillaged 100 Christian- 
owned shops. 

The Jerusalem report was that 
the French took military measures 
against Amouda because they were 
exasperated by lawlessness within 
the village. 

French authorities reported the 
troops met “no serious resistance 
today,” adding that “the Kurd ele- 
ments and seditious Moslems” were 
quickly put down. 

~-mi-Official Version. 

The semi-official version of the 
fighting in Northeastern Syria was 
that violence began July 6, when 
100 natives occupied the Govern- 
ment palace in Upper Jezireh and 
took control of the towns of Has- 
setch and Kamechlie, demanding 
the reinstatement of local officials 
ousted by the Government. 

A policeman was killed and many 
persons were injured in fighting 
July 7. Police reinforcements which 
left Aleppo were halted by an army 
of armed natives before they 
reached the scene and 50 of the 
policemen surrendered, They were 
later released. 

Three more policemen were 
killed in additional disorders at 
Hassetch and fighting broke out 
again July 9 between Nationalist 
and autonomous Arabs. 

The Central Government at Da- 
mascus appointed a committee of 
investigation, but the unrest and 
violence continued and 17 police 
posts were evacuated.

ITALIAN HOSPITAL SnlP 
IS WRECKED BY FIRE 


Thousands Watch as Vessel Is 
Towed Into Deep Water at 
Naples and Sunk. 


By the Associated Press. 
NAPLES, Aug. 12.—A spectacular 


fire which threatened all the ship- 
ping in Naples harbor destroyed 
Italy’s prize hospital ship, the He- 
louan, early today while tens of 
thousands of persons, including 
hundreds of Americans, watched. 
One fireman was asphyxiated in 
the successful fight to save the 
waterfront. 
The wrecked ship, which had car- 
ried thousands of wounded and sick 
men from Ethiopia, and, more re- 
cently, had served te evacuate 
wounded Italian soldiers from 
Spain, was towed in flames into 
deep water and sunk. 

The fire began at 4 a. m. while 
Naples slept, but before the blaze 


was ended virtually every resident 
of the city was out of doors, 


The majority of Americans wit- 
nessing the blaze were awaiting the 
arrival of the liner Conte de Savoia 
which takes them to New York. 
The liner was kept from entering 
the harbor until the blaze was 
under control. Among the Ameri- 
cans was Dennis Cardinal Dough- 
erty of Philadelphia, homeward 
bound from an audience with the 
Pope. 

Authorities said the fire orig- 
inated in the ship’s medical depart- 
ment, either from a short circuit 
or the spontaneous combustion of 
medicines. 


The skeleton crew of 40, only men 
aboard at the time, fought the rap- 
idly spreading blaze until every 
available fireman in Naples was at 
the scene. The master, Capt. 
Emanuel Nostretta, forcibly re- 
moved from the ship, was the last 
man to leave. 

While streams of water were 
poured into the vessel a tug got a 
tow line aboard. Still flaming, the 
ship was towed slowly across the 
harbor, clouds of smoke shot with 
sparks and streamers of fire pour- 
ing from her. 

At 8:20 a. m. the hull sizzled to 
the bottom of the sea. 

The ship, formerly an Italian liner 
built in 1912 and of 7156 tons regis- 
ter, had served in Italy’s military 
service for years. 
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FINAL BROOKINGS’ REPORT 
ON FEDERAL REORGANIZATION 


Urges Government Efforts to Su- 

pervise Transportation Industry 
Be Reallocated.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12-—The 

Brookings Institution recommend- 


ed to Congress today that Govern- 
ment efforts to supervise the trans- 
portation industry be reallocated 
and consolidated. 

The institution, a private re- 
search agency, submitted the final 
sections of its report on Govern- 
ment reorganization. It was re- 
tained by a Senate committee head- 
ed by Senator Byrd (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia. 

Another special Senate committee 
continued hearings on the adminis- 
tration’s Government  reorganiza- 
tion program. Chairman Byrnes 
(Dem.) South Carolina said legis- 
lation probably would be reported 
to the Senate next week, although 
he did not intend to press for its 
consideration at this session. 


SOLDIER ASSASSINATES; 
TWO IRAQ OFFICIALS 


Minister of Défense and Chief 
of Nation’s Air Forces 
Shot Down. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, Aug. 12—A sole 
dier assassinated Major-General 
Bekr Sidki Pasha, Iraq Minister of 
Defense, and Col. Mohammed Ali 
Jawad, chief of Iraq’s air force yes- 
terday at Mosul, He shot the two 
men at the Mosul airport at sunset. 
Mosul is 220 miles northwest of 
Bagdad. 

(The Kingdom of Iraq—Mesopo- 
tamia—formerly was a part of 
Turkey but now is an independent 
state. It borders Syria on the 
southeast, embraces an area of 116,- 
600 square miles. King Ghazi is 
its ruler.) 

An official announcement, issued 
later at Bagdad, said the soldier 
fired several bullets into the Min- 
ister and that Col. Jawad was killed 
when he tried to save his chief- 
tain’s life. The assassin was seized 
and the authorities were trying to 
find out why he did it. 

Gen. Sidki was on his way to 
Turkey to see that country’s war 
games. It was he who led e coup 
d'etat which resulted in overthrow 
of the Cabinet in October of 1936. 
He had ended four tribal revolts 
within the country and had been re- 
garded as unexcelled in suppress- 
ing uprisings. 

The bodies of the two victims 
were flown to Bagdad, where a 
grieving procession wound from the 
defense ministry to the cemetery. 
Streets were lined with troops and 
planes flew overhead in funeral es- 
cort. ’ 

Bagdad was shrouded in black, 
with flags drooping at half staff, 
The whole Cabinet attended the fu. 
neral. 

The assassin ‘will be court-mar 
tialed quickly.

KICK OUT THE LABOR HOODLUMS! 
Less than a month ago, labor organizations in St. 
Louis were scurrying about frantically in an avowed 
purge of racketeer members from their ranks. The 
murder of John J. (Pudgie) Dunn had disclosed that 
this notorious ex-convict, who had served two prison 
terms for murder, was an organizer for a local 
union, and that other unsavory characters had 
wormed their way into controlling positions in labor 
groups. Honorable union officers immediately an- 


nounced a thorough house-cleaning. 

They have not succeeded. In the last two weeks, 
St. Louis has been witnessing a veritable epidemic 
of thuggery and property destruction on its labor 
front—bombing, arson, window-smashing, acid-throw- 
ing, stench-fluid attacks and personal assaults: 


July 31—Unexploded dynamite bomb is found in door- 
way of G. C. Kirn Advertising Sign Co. Employes are union 
members. A week before, two plate glass windows at 
Keller Sign Co., a block away, were smashed. : 

Aug. 4—Two downtown restaurants of Miss Hulling’s 
Cafeteria, Inc., are attacked with stench bombs, and glass 
in doors is broken, Employes had voted against affiliation. 

Aug. 5—,Seven women picketing Solomon Manufacturing 
Co. are arrested for attempting\ to molest a non-striker 
leaving the plant. Since this strike began, March 24, 
there have been n altercations and disturbances. 

Aug. 5—Truck leaving plant of Carlova, Inc., loaded 
with cosmetics, is burned, causing damage of $1200 to 
contents and $175 to truck. Woman witness says she saw 
two men throw something into the truck. Two days before, 
missiles were thrown through glass in automobile driven 
by plant superintendent and six strike pickets were arrested. 

Aug. 6—Robert Laubach, union bricklayer, confesses to 
police that he set fire to apartment building under con- 
struction with non-union labor at 3803-11 Gustine avenue. 

Aug. 6—Bomb explodes in vestibule of Hanenkamp Elec- 
tric Co., an open-shop firm, causing $200 damage. Un- 
exploded dynamite bomb was found on roof the day before. 

Aug. 6—Bomb demolishes furnace pipes, with $100 dam- 
age, in bungalow being built in Kingston Park by Norman 
Risch, all of whose employes, except one plumber, are union 
members.

Aug. 9—Truck owned by Eagle Hauling Co. is taken 
from driver by three men on East Side, then smashed with 
hammers and burned, for $4000 loss. udis Coal Co. re- 
ports three of its trucks have been seized and da :

The heart of Gov. Stark’s statement, in which he

Should I refuse to sign the bonds, I am in- 
formed by competent legal authorities, I could

This is in exact contradiction to a long line of 
Missouri Supreme Court decisions. 

We refer the Governor to the annotation to Article 
V, Section 6, of the Costitution of Missouri, printed 
on page 101 of the Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1929, 
reading as follows: 

The Governor cannot be compelled by man- 


damus to perform any duty, ministerial or po- 
litical, whether commanded by the Constitution 


or law. 

There follows a list of citations in which this prin- 
ciple has been upheld by the court. 

Is this language not crystal clear? Is it not wholly 
at variance with the advice of the Governor’s mys- 
terious “competent legal authorities.” 

Gov. Stark did not consult Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick, the chief law Officer of the State. Mr. Mc- 
Kittrick, though he himself is under fire in connec- 
tion with the bond scandal, says flatly that the Gov- 
ernor cannot be compelled to sign the bonds. 

“The courts have passed on that point,” says Mr. 
McKittrick, “and the Governor cannot be man- 
damused.” 

What is the public to make of this contradiction? 

On the one hand is the Governor’s reference to un- 
named “legal authorities”; on the other is the lan- 
guage of the Constitution, as construed by the §n- 
breme Court, as well as the opinion of the Attorney- 
General, whom he ignored in reaching his decision. 

Does not this cut the heart from the Goverpor’s

OUR RESPECTS TO MARRYING JUSTICES. 

It.ig a low enough business to commercialize the 
performance of marriages, but when a Justice of the 
Peace openly entices pairs from a neighboring state 
so they may evade the law of that state, the En- 
glish language is poor in words to characterize him. 

We refer to a number of Missouri Justices, but the 
most notorious one is George R. Hart of St. Ferdi- 
nand Township. Since [linoig’ law went into effect 
on July 1, requiring physical examination of those 
seeking marriage licenses, Hart’s business has 
hoomed. As compared With 8@ marriages performed 
by him in June, he married $22 couples in July, at 
fees ranging from $5 to $20 a ceremony. More than 
half these couples had fled over the State line to 
escape the provisions of the new law. 

Yet this law was designed for their own protection. 
It was designed to assure both parties to the mar- 
riage that neither has a venereal disease. Often toa 
often, such a disease ig present without the know!- 
edge of the person affected. The tragedies that re- 
sult from such a condition are of common knowledge. 
Our hospitals are filled with little babies, club-foated 
and otherwise malformed, the product of such unions 
—filled, too, with adults in progressive stages of phys- 
ical and mental deterioration because of these diseases. 
Hart makes a bid for Illinois business and has 
heen spending $50 a week to advise Illinois people 
and others that he ig ready ta marry them at any 
hour of the day or night. In the interest of his own 
miserable cupidity, he is aiding and abetting couples 
to do the most foolish thing imaginable; ‘that is, to

A bill to proyide Federal aid for state wild life 
administrations has just been passed by the Senate 
and is helieved to have an excellent chance of pas- 
sage in the House. 

The reyenue for this purpose will come, not fram 
new taxes, but from an excise on arms and ammuni- 
tion that hag heen levied for several years. It is 
particularly appropriate that the proceeds of this tax 
be used for conservation purposes. 

Enactment of the bill comes at a very fortunate 
time for Missouri, whose new non-political conserva- 
tion commission has just been set up. Under the 
hill, Missouri will abtain a considerable sum of mon- 
ey, possibly upwards of $60,000 annually, which will 
go far toward giving the new conseryation adminis- 
tration a flying start. 

We trust the House will give its assent to the bill.

1936, shows that the average entrance rate 
of aduit male common laborer in the North 
was 46.1 cents an hour. Barely 7 per cent 
of the workers in the North entered their 
jobs that month at a wage less than 40 cents. 

By contrast, the entrance rate for the 
same class of labor for the same month in 
the South was 33.4 cents an hour, and nearly 
65 per cent of all workers entering jobs did 
so at a rate of pay less than 40 cents an 
hour. In the North, Negroes entered emnloy- 
ment at just about the same rate as whites, 


but in the South the entrance wage for’ 


Negroes was less than 30 cents an hour. 

The average spread disclosed by these 
figures is 12.6 cents an hour, or more than 
25 per cent. 

The average spread under N R A codes, 
when Northern and Southern employers got 
together on wages, was less than 7 cents an 
hour. In the qne wage order issued under 
the Walsh-Healey Act that provides a North- 
South differential, the spread was 2.5 cents 
an hour. 

The board is going to be up against this 
question: Is there an economic justification 
for the wide spread between average mini- 
mum wages in the South and the North, and, 
if so, how can that spread be narrowed with- 
out slowing the industrial development of 
Southern states? 

An answer to that question also is proyid- 
ed by official figures. 

These figures disclosed that one-half of 
the agricultural population of the nation 
lives in the Southern states, while’ barely 
qne-third of the farm income of the nation 
goes to those states. In other words, agri- 
culture jin the South is unable to support the 
farming populatian except at a low standard. 
This creates a strong pressure away from the 
farm toward any industrial job that ig of- 
fered. The result is a large supply of labor 
willing to work at relatively low wages. 

More than 10 per cent of Southern labor 
was found in July a year ago to be entering 
jobs at less than 22% cents an hour. In 


many instances, wages of 10 cents an hour 
were offered. This was in the face of the 
fact that W P A was offering much more 
attractive wages and was heing used to hald 
an important part of the laber supply from 
the regular market. | 

Convincing evidence was offered to the 
Senate that the Southern portion of the 
country is at a distinct digadvantage with 
ather regions In the matter of freight rates.

A board, in fixing wages, also would be 
required to give consideration to differences 
in living costs between the North and the 
South. Those differences, howeyer, are 
shown by a recent Government study to be 
relatively small, with the widest spread—13 
per cent—between Minneanolig and New 
Orleans. The average difference is not much 
above 3 per cent. Biggest contrast between 
the North and South is found to be in living 
standards, not in living costs. 

But would the attempt by the Government 
to place a bottom under all wages result in 
& new regional tariff wall, the effect of 
which waquid be to penalize the South? 

Officials who have studied this problem 
say the tariff already exists in the form of 
discriminatory freight rates, rigged against 
the South. They argue that the absence of 
labor standards enables the South to over- 
come this handicap at the expense of its 
workers. 

Experience under the N R 4 showed that 
agreement can be reached between Northern 
and Southern employers on the extent of 
spread to be allowed. That experience like- 
wise has led to an accepted policy of seek- 
ing to strike a median wage as the minimum 
and to acceptance of a rate under 40 cents 
an hour for important industries. In the 
men’s underwear industry, where a differen- 
tial was allowed, the Sauthern minimum 
was placed at 32% cents an hour and the 
Northern at 36 cents an hour, both for a 
40-hour week. 

Caution is to be the watchword of any new 
board that sets about tackling the wage and 
hour prablem.

. The elaborate home at 1 Portland 

place of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward A. Faust, art connoisseurs, 
was offered to the City Art Museum 
for use as a branch center for the 
various fine arts by the Fausts’ son 
and daughter six .nonths or more 
ago, but was declined because of 
stringent Portland place _ restric- 
tions, limiting property use to resi- 
dences, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

Mr. Faust, vice-president of the 
Art Museum ~oard of Control and 
chairman of the old Municipal Art 
Commission, died July 5, 1936.

to their son and daughter at Christ- 
mas, Easter and other occasions. 
Outstanding among their paintings 
were Rubens’ “Holy Family” and 
Marillo’s “St. Joseph and Infant 
Child.” 
Another masterpiece was a Flem- 
ish tapestry of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, “Prophecy of Nathan,” a 
scene in the life of King David, 
once the property of the Spanish 
royal family. Mrs. Faust left this 
to her son and daughter, with the 
request that it go to the Art Mu- 
seum, if they so decided. It was 
appraised in the inventory of her 
estate at $15,000. Wallace disclosed 
that the tapestry had been given 
to the museum.

DR. J, A. BLAKE DIES 
IN LITCHFIELD, CONN. 


Surgeon Wed Former Mrs. Clarence 
Mackay in 1914 in Paris Day 
After His Divorce.

LITCHFIELD, Conn., Aug. 12.— 
Dr. Joseph A, Blake, 72 years old, 
formerely consulting surgeon at 
four New York hospitals, died to- 
day at the home he bought here 
five months ago. Dr. Blake, a for- 
mer professor of surgery at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
suffered a stroke July 30, and re- 
mained unconscious until his death. 

The physician was married three 
times. His second wife was the 
former Mrs. Clarence H. Mackay 
whom Dr. Blake married in Paris 
Novx. 28, 1914, the day after his 
first wife, the former Catherine 
Ketchum, divorced him in Connecti- 
cut. Dr. Blake’s marriage to Mrs. 
Mackay ended in divorce in 1929 
and the same year he married Miss 
Florence Drake. 

‘He was a commanding Major of 
the medical Red Cross in France 
during the World War, held the 
rank of Colonel in the army’s 
Medical Corps and was decorated 
with the French Legion of Honor. 

He was a consulting surgeon at 
the . Orthopedic, Presbyterian, St. 
Luke’s and Roosevelt hospitals in 
New York.

NEW THERY OF SINS 
CORONA ANNOUNCED 


Eclipse Pictures Indicate - It ‘Is 
Even. Blanket, 1,000,000 . 
Miles Deep,

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Aug. 12.— 
Harvard astronomers said today 
that science will have to revise its 
ideas about the sun’s corona. 

Airplane photographs of the total 
eclipse.of June 8 dispelled the idea 
that the fiery streamers, shown on 
previous photographs, are the chief 
characteristics of the corona, they 
said. Actually, a conference at the 
Harvard Observatory was told, the 
streamers are minor phenomena 
and the corona is an even, globu- 
lar blanket more than a million 
miles deep and completely cover- 
ing the sun. 

To Maj. Albert W. Stevens, U. 8. 
A., stratosphere explorer and a 
member of the Hayden planeta- 
rium-Grace eclipse expedition to 
Peru, went the credit for shattere- 
ing previous ideas about the sun, 

Flying through the _ sub-strato- 
sphere under conditions of great 
physical discomfort, he made three 
series of photographs, all of which 
showed an even corona surrounding 
the sun to a depth much greater 
than its diameter. 

At 25,000 feet, Maj. Stevens was 
well above two-thirds of the at- 
mosphere of the earth, clear of 
dust particles and air molecules 
which interfere with photography 
from the surface. His pictures, 
made with a 24-inch camera, and 
an 8%-inch camera, and 150 feet 
of moving picture film made with 
a 6-inch lens, all disclosed the 
fiery streamers as a comparative- 
ly insignificant tracery on the vast 
globular envelope. 

As a result, astronomers will 
doubtless turn to the sub-strato- 
sphere for future investigations of 
eclipses, said Dr. Harlow Shapley, 
director of the Harvard observa- 
tory. ' 

Dr. Donald H. Menzel, Harvard 
authority on solar phenomena and 
leader of the Harvard-Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology 
eclipse expedition to Siberia a year 
ago, said Maj. Stevens’ discovery 
“will have an immediate bearing 
on the interpretation of the struc- 
ture of the sun’s upper atmos- 
phere.” |

Maryland Got Full Premium, but 
Missouri Didn’t. 


In the private sale of the bonds, 
as the Post-Dispatch has told, the 
State received at least $50,000 less 
than it might have obtained by of- 
fering the bonds at public sale, with 
competitive bidding. The sale was 
the third in succession in which the 
Kansas City bond firm of Baum, 
Bernheimer & Co. was permitted to 
buy State bonds without meeting 
competition of other bond firms. In 
all, the concern obtained $7,000,000 
of the $10,000,000 in bonds author- 
ized by voters in 1934 for additions 
to State penal and eleemosynary 
institutions. The prices paid. were 
at least $90,000 less than other bond 
firms said they were ready to bid. 

In contrast with Missouri's pri- 
vate sale was the public sale this 
week of $3,408,000 of bonds of the 
State of Maryland, at a premium of 
$227,040. St. Louis bond buyers, 
making allowances for differences 
in coupon interest rates and matur- 
ity dates, calculated that if Mary- 
land had sold the $3,000,000 of Mis- 
souri bonds, the premium would 
have been $179,100, instead of the 
$100,000 premium Missouri got. 

Maryland’s Governor, Harry W. 
Nice, discussing the sale of that 
State’s bonds with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, today said his State was 
“protected” by a Jaw which re- 
quires a public offering of all State 
bonds. Such a law was introduced 
at the last session of the Missouri 
Legislature, but was smothered in 
the committee to which it was re- 
ferred. .

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Tamato Prices Will Vary 
Despite Large Crop 


Few Other Vegetables Are So Much at Mercy 
of Elements and Hot Dry Days 
Develop Scalds. 


Tomatoes have come into their 
own. The vegetable that was once 
regarded as poisonous, today is a 
favorite on tables of rich and poor 
alike, and respected by scientists 
as a ‘highly nutritious food. 

It is one of the 20 yegetables for 
which the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics collects production fig- 
ures and for which it reports reg- 
ularly upon growing and market- 
ing conditions. 
This year's prospects are for a 
total crop a little Jarger than last 
year, according to the bureau's last 
report. From Utah and Colora 
do, Washington and Oregon, Mich. 
igan and Wisconsin, Arkansas and 
issouri, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vyania, Kentucky and Tennessee, 
and from New York come laconic 
wires saying “Conditions good.” But 
from Ohio the significa: * report is 
“Excessive rains,’ and from In- 
diana and rginja “Excellent in 
some sectjons, poor in others.”

Tomatoes march hang jn hand 
with the citrus fruits through every 
diet plan worked out y nutrition- 
ists—for families of every {ncome 
level. These two foods are the good 
old vitamin C stand-bys—the ‘bul- 
wark of a good ‘fet, as far as this 

vitamin s concerned. 

But don’t get the idea from this 
that tomatoes and the citrus fruits 
are equally valuable vitamin ¢ 
sources, the nutritionist wif} warn. 
They are not ordinarily equal, 
weight for weight. Juice from red 
ripé tomatoes, on the average, has 
about half as much of this valuable 
nutrient as does most fresh orange 
or grapefruit juice. But even so, 
tomato jes may prove the cheap- 
er drink, for prices often run less 
than half that of the citrus fruit 
juices, especially when tomatoes are 
in season locally. Then, too, foma- 
toes have a good supply of vitamin 
A, ‘which Ys lacking in the citrus 
fruits. 

Just supposing a person were de- 
pending almost entirely on tomatoes 
or tomato juice for his day’s quota 
of vitamin C—then how much 
should he get a day? 

Nutritionists hesitate to answer 
that one specifically. Tomatoes 
make one of the most valuable of 
our sources of vitamin C, these 
scientists will say cautiously, but—

juice, but not enough to worry 
about. Tomato juice made from 
ripe whole fruit containg practically 
as much vitamin C as the tomatoes 
from which it is made. ‘And home: 
made tomato juice is quite as valu- 


able as the commercial product. 

Once canned, tomatoes and to- 
mato juice show no appreciable 
vitamin C loss during storage, even 
when storage is at room tempera- 
ture for several months. And re- 
heating upon opening doesn’t much 
affect the nutritive value either. 

Therefore when prices of the 
fresh fruit warrant it, canning to- 
matoes brings yery satisfactory re- 
sults. And’ dietetically it is ad- 
visable to put most of the tomato 
supply “straight” or in juice form, 
rather than as pickles or conserve 
The latter foods are attractive and 

desirable accessories to a meal, but 
their nutritive returns, aside from 
calories, are negligible. 

Raw Tomato Juice. 

Raw tomato juice has a charac- 
teristic and _ interesting flavor, 
which commends it to some people. 
One should’ use only red rfpe to- 
matoes and should chop them fine 
before putting them through a 
sieve. If a juice entirely free of 
pulp is desjred, the tomatoes must 
be put through cheesecloth. 

Ry this time next year some fair- 
ly accurate estimates of tomato con- 
sumption may be possible, for the 
tomato was one of the foods recent- 
ly checked upon in a nation-wide 
food purchasing survey made by the 
Bureau of Home Economics in co- 
operation with other agenciés. 

Already analysis has been made 
of data for one purchasing group, 
families of city workers. “In this 
group it’s families of the Pacific 
Coast workers who take ‘the lead 
for purchase of tomatoes and fo- 
mato products.

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EXTRAS MAKE TASTY 
HOT WEATHER MEALS 


Little Additions to Bridge or 
Family Meals Make Them 
Acceptable. 


When the weather is hot and en- 
ergies low, every extra that makes 
the meal delicious means added ef- 
fort. Down South, especially 
around Louisiana, this “extra” 
comes under the head of “lag i- 
appe,” meaning something addition- 


al. 

Of course, meats, vegetables and 
salads are the important parts of 
any meal, but it is the “lagni- 
appe” that adds the touch of per- 
fection. Whether it is the bridge 
table, the luncheon or dinner for 
the family, a little extra effort goes 
a long way. 

Here are some stuffed dates that 
are extra good bridge “nibbles” 

Orange Cream Cheese. 

Blend one package cream cheese 
with one and a half cups confec- 
tionery sugar, mixing well. Add 
two teaspoons grated orange rind 
and enough orange juice to pro- 
duce a creamy “fondant.” Stuff 
dates with filling, leaving a bit of 
stuffing visible. Garnish with nut 
meats or ready sliced fruit peel. 

Apricot Coconut. 

Wash one cup dried apricots; 
place in colander over boiling water 
for five minutes to soften. Run 
through food chopper alternately 
with one-half cup fut meats and 
two-thirds cup shredded coconut.

SOME STREET TAXES 
UNPAID FOR 7 YEARS 


93 Pct. of Bills for Four Wide- 
ning Projects Settled by 
Property Owners. 


Years after completion of a series 
of major street widenings and as 
much ag seven years after entry of 


ings, a comparatively small portion 
of the special tax bills assessed 
against property held to be bene- 
fitéd by the improvements remains 
uncollected. 

' However, it is shown in a com- 


{ pilation today by the Comptroller’s 


office, as of July 31, that in four 
cases of widening 80 per cent of the 
taxes levied have been paid, settling 
93 per cent of the bills issued. There 
were 48,624 bills for an aggregate 
of $7,808,296, of which 45,234 bills, 
for $6,285,453, have been paid. 

In addition, a total of $497,875 in 
interest has been paid. Interest was 
due from the date of entry of judg- 
ment in Circuit Court in each case. 
The remainder of the bills eventual- 
ly will be collected, as the benefit 
taxes constitute liens on the prop- 
erty. 

How Collections Stand. 

Facts on the collections in the 
four chief undertakings follow: 

Gravois avenue, Twelfth street to 
Grand boulevard—Benefits assessed, 
$1,619,926; benefits paid, $1,575,823 
or 97 per cent; interest paid, $104,-

cent. Judgment entered Oct. 5, 1934. 

Market street, Third street to 
Vandeventer avenue—Benefits as- 
sessed, $3,600,450; benefits paid, $3,- 
116,734 or 87 per cent; interest paid, 
$285,198; bills issued, 9066; bills paid, 
8068 or 89 per cent. Judgment en- 
tered May 23, 1932. 

Thousands of benefit tax bills for 
street widenings were asisgned by 
the city to the Greater St. Louis 
Corporation, which was formed by 
downtown financial interests to pro- 
vide the city with immediate cash 
to pay damages for property taken. 
The corporation paid the city 95 
cents on the dollar, making its ex- 
penses and profit out of the dis- 
count.

Bought $7,390,346 in Bills. 

These two corporations bought 


890,346, of which $7,734,227, or 98 
per cent, has been collected. The 
corporations also collected interest 
aggregating $468,275.

Portions of the bills were bought 
by the Oakland Corporation in the 
Market street, Delmar boulevard 
and Lindell boulevard cases. To- 
gether the two corporations bought 
$2,608,960, par value, of the Market 
street bills, leaving the balance for 
the city to handle. The Oakland 
concern bought $504,421, par value, 
in the Delmar case, the rest being 
retained by the city. Interest drawn 
by the corporations on the Market 
street bills was $150,119 and on Del- 
mar boulevard $2826. 

Interest Rises After 5 Years. 

Interest, under the law, is 6 per 
cent annually for the first five 
years after date of judgment in con- 
demnation, and 8-per cent a year 
thereafter. Most benefit bills have 
been paid at the Comptroller’s of- 
fice in City Hall, where only the full 
amount of a bill may be accepted. 
The corporations’ attorney has been 
willing to accept installment pay- 
ments on bills it holds, but has col- 
lected comparatively little in this 
way. 

The widenings and openings were 
carried out under the bond issue 
of 1923, but in acquiring property 
for rights-of-way the city paid only 
any difference arising between the 
damages fixed and the benefits as- 
sessed against surrounding prop- 
erty.

Provisions of Senate Bill. 

The Senate bill, which also was 
before the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee, would authorize loans of 10 
cents on cotton, 70 cents on wheat, 
50 cents on corn, 8 cents on tobacco 
and 65 cents a bushel on rice. 

In addition it would authorize 
subsidies to borrowing farmers who 
carried out agreements next spring 
complying with crop-control legis- 
lation which Congress might enact 
in the meantime. 

In recent years. when the Gov- 
ernment agreed to lend co-operat- 
ing farmers 10 or 12 cents a pound 
on cotton or 45 cents a bushel on 
corn, buyers usually pushed the 
market price above these levels.

TOMATO FREEZE. 

Two cans (13 ounce) tomato 
juice, one-quarter teaspoon salt, 
dash pepper and one tablespoon 
lemon juice.

Turn into freez- 
ing tray of automatic refrigerator 
and freeze with control set at cold- 
est point unti] mushy, stirring oc- 
casionally during freezing. Serve 
in small glass cups, set in dishes 
and sutround with crushed ice. Ap- 
proximate yield: six portions. 
Borrow a note from the hotel 
fountain and serve the morning 
fruit juice with colored ice cubes 
made from the juice of the fruits. 
Other garnishings are a sprig of 
mint, a ripe cherry, a slice of 
orange, or lemon, or a curl of can- 
died peel hung over the edge of a 
glass and in bar boys’ vernacular 
called a “Horse’s Neck.” Pleasant 
on a morning when collars wilt 
down like blotting paper, is a fruit 
frappe. Nothing more than fruit 
juice shaken violently with cracked 
ice for a five carat diamond spar- 
kle. .

In- 
sert a slice of banana between 
each orange section and place a 
ring of banana slices around the 
base.

TWO IN ONE COURSE. 

Fruit and cereal course are fre- 
quently combined to save time both 
in service and eating. Add prunes, 
dates or raisins to cooked cereal. 
Fresh fruits and berries on dried 
cereals give -a hearty send-off. 
Fountain men in one chain are 
trained to ask each customer 
“brown sugar for your cereal?’ It 
addg rich flavor tones. fo doeg 
warm milk. 

A good hot fruit sauce is made 
of shredded pineapple cooked down 
with brown sugar, a little butter 
and a few cloves of cinnamon. Or 
add md spoonful of jam to each dish 
of céreal; serve with cream. 

A new vogue is a cerea! sundae 
combining different kinds of dry, 
ready-to-eat cereals in layera—corn 
flakes with whole wheat flakes, 
capped with bran. Rice flakes with 
wheat puffs ig another we have 
tried and liked. Finish off these 
combinations with sliced peaches, 
preserved figs, stewed green ap- 
ples, prunes or any suitable fruit 
plus cream. For still greater va- 
riety the cream ig frequently sweet- 
ened with brown sugar, maple 
syrup or a drizzle of honey. Let 
the cereal shelf go the limit in 
kinds—oats, wheat, corn, rice. Va- 
riety on the shelf—a few surprise 
ways of serving, and every appe- 
tite is satisfied.

SAVORY PLATTER. 

Twelve link sausages, 12 prunes, 
two large bananas and one tea- 
spoon butter. 

Pan fry the sausages over mod- 
erate heat until done. Drain prunes, 
and pit if desired. Peel and split 
bananas lengthwise. Dot with but- 
ter and broil two or three minutes, 
ar until faintly browned. Place 
prunes in center of platter. Place 
bananas on each side and arrange 
sausages at either end. Serve at 
once. Approximate yield; four por- 
tiong. 

PEACH AND BACON PLATTER. 

One cup hominy grits. six cups 
boiling water, one teaspoon salt, 
one-quarter cup butter, melted, six 
canned peach halves, drained, one 
tablespoon honey and six slices ba- 
can, cooked, but not until crisp. 

Shake grits slowly into boiling, 
salted water, Cook slowly stirring 
occasionally until water ig ab- 
sorbed. Add three tablespoons of 
the butter and mix well. Turn anto 
sizzling platter. Arrange peach 
halves, hollow side up. Drizzle 
peaches with a mixture of remain- 
ing butter and honey. Place a slice 
of bacon around each peach. Slip 
platter under broiler heat for two 
minutes or until bacon is crisp, 
Serve at once. Approximate yield: 
six portions. 

“EGGSACTLY RIGHT." 

“Scramble two!" is the war cry 


. that echoes over fountain counters 


at the breakfast hour. One south- 
ern chain of short-order houses fa- 
mous for their scrambled eggs, do 
it this way: Two eggs are beaten to 
a froth, seasoned, one ounce of 
cream added and this poured into a 
small skillet to cook in melted but- 
ter, The egg mixture ia twirled 
while it cooks, You won't believe 
it but those eggs raise to the top of 
the pan and what is more stay 
there. This yellow puff is served 


with toothpicks and broil to a crisp. 

Ever hear of poached eggs on 
apple rings? For this dish choose 
apples that may be used without 
peeling. Wash and core, then cut 
into slices crosswise at least one- 
quarter inch thick, not over one- 
half inch. Rub pulp with cut sur- 
face of lemon to prevent darkening, 
if apples are prepared a short time 
in advance. Melt fat in pan, add ap- 
ples and fry two to three minutes 
on each side, slip the egg broken 
from shell over an apple slice, sea- 
son. Cover pan with tight lid and 
continue cooking over low heat un- 
til the eggs are set to the desired 
doneness. Extra apple slices cooked 
without the egg topping may be 
added. 

TOAST QUICKS. 
The same old toast morning after 


morning is conclusive to an explo- 


sive state of mind. Not that we 
turn up a nose at plain golden toast 
dripping with butter—but monotony 
is monotony. Endless are the ways 
of serving plain toast differently. 
For appearance sake trim crusts 
from the glice and cut each piece 
diagonally, twice, making four neat 
triangles. Trim crusts from sides 
and cut each slice into four fingers 
with crusted ends. A new number 
is toast wafflettes. Put two thin 
slices of buttered bread together 
with any filling you like, except a 
runny one. Leave the crusts on. 
Now butter the outside of the 
bread, then place in the heated waf- 
om iron and toast to a crisp perfec- 
tian. 

Use variety in the bread you 
choose. There is whole wheat, 
cheese, raisin, orange, nut, bran, 
rye, brown bread, and Vienna style 
not to mention white bread. What 
toast these make! 


FRENCH TOAST DE LUXE. 

One-third cup sweetened con- 
denged milk, two tablespoons water, 
one egg, slightly beaten, one-eighth 
teaspoon salt, one-quarter teaspoon 
cinnamon, twelve slices bread, one- 
quarter cup butter. 

Mix milk, water, egg, salt, cinna- 
mon. Cut crusts from bread, and 
cut in thin strips. Dip quickly into 
milk mixture. Fry in butter un- 
til browned. Serve at once. Ap- 
proximate yield; six portions. 

BUTTER BITDS. 

Twelve slices fresh bread. 

One-quarter pound butter. 

One jar (6 dy.) red jelly. 

Cut crusts from bread. Sutter 
both side lightly. Fit one slice 
in a muffin tin, so that a little cup 
is formed. Bake in hot oven (425 
degrees F.) 10 minutes or until 
browned. Remove from oven and 
fill with jelly. Approximate yield; 
six portiona.

A Youth Too 
Old to Spank 


How Parents Taught Their 
Son, 16, Much-Needed 
Lesson.

OHN, aged 16, was at home for 

the summer vacation. For some 

reason, unknown and unfathom- 
able, he felt that vacation meant 
doing precisely as he wanted to do 
without regard for the rights of 
anyone else, particularly his moth- 
er’s rights.

HE celebs are rolling into Bucks 
T county, Pennsylvania, Writers 

and painters are snapping up 
the farms there, now that it is re- 
placing Connecticut counties as the 
Eastern Valhalla of the intelligent- 
sia and becoming the rustic Green- 
wich Village of the new Bohemia. 


Quaker farmers, a canny lot, dis- 
covered Bucks County first. Then 
came the Pennsylvania “Dutch’— 
Germans, really—who have nev-r 
taken many lead nickels, either. 
And now the Who’s Whoers. The 
Quakers and the Dutch are finding 
them far more profitable crops for 
their acres than either wheat or 
spinach. 


Novelist Pearl Bucx, who is Mrs. 
Richard Walsh, was the first of the 
new pioneers. She led the way back 
to “The Good Earth” three years 
ago when she bought a farm near 
Doylestown. As a pioneer, she’s 
unique. She positively won't talk 
about her farming activities. There 
are none. The Walshes raise no 
crops or livestock. 


But of course, the main object 
with most of the author-farmers 
isn’t to make money out of their 
farms, but to escape the pressure of 
life in New York, or the restrictions 
of Hollywood d find isolation in 
a domain of @heir own. Until re- 
cehtly, Connecticut and Vermont 
farms, Catskill Mountain lodges and 
Massachusetts shore cottages were 
havens of the escapists. 


Sinclair Lewis and Dorothy 
Tkompson have a farm in the Green 
Mountain State, where Alexander 
Woolicott ig now also a country 
squire. Leopold Stokowski has two 
rocky farms near New Milford, 
Conn. Dudley Nichols, star Holly- 
wood scenarist, prefers to live on 
his Connecticut acres. Lowell Thom- 


spends every day broadcasting and 
movies will permit. Nearby live 
Charles MacArthur and Helen 
Hayes. Theodore Dreiser has 
a “shack” in the Catskills. 
Ward Greene, author of “Death 
in the Deep South” and 
other stirring novels, does the re- 
pairs on his Pattenburg, N. J., farm 
with his own hands. Phil Stong, 
author of “State Fair,” has bought 
farms in both Iowa and Connecti- 
cut with royalties from his books, 

Scores of other writers now call 
ordinary farms up muddy lanes 
home. Connecticut is beginning to 
appear crowded to newcomers to 
the country life, so they’re turning 
to New Jersey and to Bucks Coun- 
ty, which is just over the Jersey 
line, and southward to Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore, to become “apple 
knockers” and “hayseeds.”’ 

They go about buying them in 
t.e same way as other folks— 
through newspaper classified sec- 
tions and real estate men.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

ILL you please give in detail 
Wire uses to which a man can 

put visiting cards. I would 
like to order some for my brother 
as I know he has only his business 
cards on which the name of his 
company appears, but ag he is a 
bachelor living alone my husband 
feels that such a present will be 
utterly useless to him. 

Answer: A man uses his card 
whenever he pays a formal visit. 
For example, at the shouse of a 
hostess upon whom he pays a par- 
ty call, or at a house where there 
is illness, or as an expression of 
condolence where there is mourn- 
ing. He also sends his visiting 


leard with flowers to a woman, or 


to any sick friend, or with a wed- 
ding present to a bride. He also 
writes an introduction on his card 
for some one going to a distant city, 
where he has friends. He may also 
write an invitation to a cocktail 
party or a small informal dance or 
any other not too important party 
across the top of his visiting card, 


Dear Mrs. Post: When calling 
on people who live in a hotel, how 
is one supposed to present one’s 
card? I of course am referring to 
rpeople who are simply acquaint- 
ances on whom I have never be- 
fore called. 

Answer: Write in pencil the 
name of the persons upon whom 
you are paying a visit across the 
top of your card and give it to a 
clerk at the desk, either to be sent 
to their room, or to be put in their 
letter box to tell them that you 
have been to see them. 


‘Dear Mrs. Post: What is the 
customary length of time one is 
supposed to wait before returning 
the visit paid us by new acquaint- 
ances? And are we supposed to 
leave our cards if we find the peo- 
ple at home? 

Answer: Within the week is 
considered most polite. Yes, leave 
your cards—uniless they left none 
on you. In this case it is best to 
leave none unless they are out. 


Dear Mrs. Post: My husband's 
real Christian name is one that 
he has not used for years. In fact, 
I never knew what it was until 
just before I married him. Every 
one has always called him Bill 
When I went to order visiting cards 
for us I was told that to engrave 
“Mr. and Mrs. Bill Brown” would 
be in questionable taste. The en- 
graver suggested that we use 
“William” but my husband has 
never been called that nor is his 
real name William. What should 
we do about this? 


Answer: The engraver is right. 


A formal card—and an engraved 
card is necessarily formal—ought 
really to be engraved “William” 
whether he is called that or not. If 
you really must use Bill then 
choose a plain block style letter- 
ing—in other words letters that 
are engraved but which give the 
impression of printing. As a mat- 
ter of fact, this suggestion is rath- 
er in accord with the modern fashe 
ion! Cottons look like wools, wools 
look like silks, and silks look like 
cottons—so why not engraving that 


looks like printing.

It was 
Patrick Henry speaking, in 1787, 
and the dargerous document was 
the Constitution! 

“It is a salemn ogment. Of our 
troubles na man can see the end. 
The very. haste to be rich which is 
the accasion of thig wide-spread 
calamity, has destroyed the moral 
farces which can resist it.” 

It reads like a recent survey but 
it was written ip Harper's Weekly 
in October, 1857, which the writer 
described as the gloomiest hour in 
history, when the race was rushing 
te destruction. 

The Causes of the Decay of 
Piety, and the Downfall of Moral- 
ity, or an Impartial Survey of the 
Ruins of the Chrigtian Religion” 
—the title of a book dated in the 
year 1694! 

The free public school, railroads, 
legal equality pure food lawa, the 
abolition of slavery, surgery and 
sanitation—all were feared and op- 
posed as so many paths leading te 
chaog.

There are quite a number 
of English people here but, as one 
native explained to me in French,

found that the English, outside 
their own country, have a genius 
for being bah. 

Several times, durin 
nental wars, the Bngligh seized Ma- 
deira. But when the treaty of 
peace was signed, she always gave 
it back to Portugal. Showing Eng- 
land’s wisdom in international af- 
fairs. Today, after rambling over 
the island, I'm strong for its Port- 
uguese ownership. wauldn’t take 
it as a gift.

She’s no horse-faced woman jail-

—but a very feminine, soft-spoken 
and gentle woman, in spite of 25 
years of trying social work. A 
Davenport (Ia.) girl, she went into 
it right after her graduation fram 
the University of Wisconsin, and 
has commanded our bad girls since 
’31. Rehabilitation is her watch- 
word and even fetish, and while 
she doesn’t pamper the naughty in- 
mates, she does temper justice with 
mercy, keeping up a heavy enter- 
tainment program to divert their 
minds from their troubles. 

And she lives right there in the 
jail house. It’s a 24-hour job in the 
big house in Greenwich Village— 
where there is hot and cold run- 
ning water in every cell and many 
of home’s comforts (behind bars). 

Ruth Collins doesn’t make much 
money, but she loves music, the 
theater and her job, and is a hap- 
py woman—one of those who are 
doing a lot to lighten the loads of 
the less fortunate. It’s wonderful 
to meet such women, though they 
do make the rest of us feel pret- 
ty selfish.
